The  situation  at  the  soutli  is  undoubt- 
edly critical  in  every  respect,  or  the  national 
government  would  not  be  continuing  the 
extraordinary  measures  adopted  on  receipt 
of  the  news  of  Waiidenkolk's  expedition 
against  Rio  Grande.  The  cable  and  tele- 
graph lines  south  were  closed  on  the  9th 
inst ,  and  continue  closed  up  to  the  present 
moment.  No  telegrams  from  tlie  soutli 
have  been  delivered,  no  matter  how  in- 
nocent of  war  news  they  may  have  been. 
Ail  code  telegrams  to  other  parts  of  liie 
country,  and  all  political  wtw'i  have  also 
been  forbidden.  Rigorous  measures  have 
also  been  adopted  to  prevent  the  departure 
of  vessels  from  this  port  without  passes,  and 
all  steamers  for  Rio  Grande  ports  have  been 
stopped.  One  steamer  w;is  sent  out,  fully 
armed,  with  orders  to  go  through  to  Mon- 
tevideo, but  at  the  last  moment,  even  after 
the  announcement  of  the  capture  of  the 
Jupiter,  this  order  was  couiitcrnianded  and 
the  steamer  goes  no  farther  tli;in  Sania  Ca- 
tharina.  On  Saturday  the  Paiz  announced 
that  the  President  had  received  advices  yy{  the 
tlight  of  the  y«//V(.v-,  on  Sund.iy  oilier  tele- 
grams were  reported  (not  ]>uhlishud)  which 
partly  contradicted  the  preceding  advice  as 
to  the  destination  of  th-it  steamer,  and  on 
Monday  other  telegrams  were  repi.u'ted  (not 
published)  announcing  the  ca|)ture  of  the 
Jupiter,  with  VVandenkolk  on  board,  near 
Santa  Catharina.  The  telegrapli  lines  remain 
closed,  however,  and  there  are  many  who 
doubt  thenews.  It  is  to-day  announced  that 
the  Aqiiidaban  and  lii-adentcs2.\<t  being  hur- 
riedly prepared  to  go  south,  which  is  in 
itself  a  confession  that  something  is  seriously 
the  matter,  of  which  we  are  not  advised.  If 
the  siege  of  Rio  Grande  has  been  raised, 
the  Jupiter  captured  and  Wandenkoik's  ex- 
pedition frustrated,  why  is  it  that  com-

-The  Rr.pHhlk.i  left  for  l!ie  south  al  h.ilf-pasl 
three  on  the  morning  ol  the  iiili. 

—  The  two  chambers  of  Congress  have  voted  the 
bill  authorizing  the  removal  of  the  naval  arsenal 
from  Pallia. 

—The  coasting  steamer  Mnyihik  \ii\\.  for  Santa 
Calharina,  via  iMranagiui,  on  the  irth  with  aniniii- 
idlion  and  supplies. 

—There  was  a  personal  encounter  in  tlie  Chain- 
lier  of  Deimiies  on  the  iilli  iiist.  between  Deputy 
ICspiiito  Santo  and  an  editor  of  the  Tonpo. 

— The  coasting  steamer  Santos  left,  by  order  of 
the  government,  on  the  lyih  tor  Santa  Calharina, 
carrying  passengers  .and  military  supplies.  She 
carries  an  armed  force  for  defence  in  case  ol  attack. 

-On  the  Illh  the  slate  telegraph  Hues  refused 
lo  send  a  press  telegram  lo  Pernamliuco  announcing 
the  suspension  of  Iclegraphic  communication. 
Aristides  ought  to  lie  rejoicing  mightily  at  this 
spectacle  of  lurid  freedom. 

—Tlie  British  minister  called  on  ihe  minister  of 
foreign  affairs  on  the  I2t!i  and  had  a  long  confer- 
ence with  liini.  The  Jornal  iiUimaies  ihal  the 
embargo  imposed  on  telegraphic  communication 
was  llie  subject  of  conversaiion. 

— Tt  is  reported  that  the  Jiipilcr  was  not  seizeil 
by  Wandenkolk,  but  had  been  bought,  armed  and 
manned  for  ilie  purpose  in  vieiv.  The  sum  paid  is 
said  to  have  been  ;£'35.000,  ami  II  is  also  said  ihal 
she  carried  700  men,  instead  of  loo  as  at  first 
reported. 

—A  small  mob  paraded  Rua  do  Ouvidor  on  the 
night  of  liie  llih  insl.,  shouting  "  Long  live  Mar- 
shal Floriano !  "  and  "  Death  to  the  Federalists  !  " 
It  scared  the  timid  shopkeepers,  of  course  ;  but  the 
revolution  in  Rio  Grnnde  was  liardy  enough  to  yo 
right  on, 

—The  minister  of  industry  lias  removed  Dr. 
Alexander  Haag  from  ihe  post  of  district  chief- 
engineer  in  l!ie  state  telegraph  department.  The 
aforesaid  official  disappeared  a  short  time  since,  and 
it  now  appears  ihat  he  lt!l  lor  Europe  under  an 
assumed  name. 

—The  J,>ntal<!o  Comvwroo  of  the  12th  says  that 
one  of  the  last  telegrams  received  (rom  RioGrande, 
dispatched  .it  6  p.m.  on  the  gtli  and  received  here 
on  tlie  loth,  was  as  follows  :  —  "  ^Valldenkolk  on 
i)oard  has  captured  eight  more  vessels  which  are  al! 
armed.     Our  port  blockaded." 

— It  is  a  curious  fact  that  while  the  neivspapers 
in  this  city  were  publishing  no  (elegra[diic  news 
whatever  from  Kio  Grande  last  week,  the  provin- 
cial pajjers  were  publishing  telegrams  from  Col. 
Valladao,  the  President's  private  secretaiy,  on  the 
course  of  events  in  that  stale.  Comment  is  uii. 
necessary. 

— According  lo  the  Jornal  the  steamers  inside 
the  Rio  Grande  bar  when  Wandenkolk  took  pos- 
session were  the  Rio  Panio,  Ayinoiv  and  Meiccdes 
of  the  Lloyd  Erazileiro,  and  the  Itaoca,  Ilapiia  and 
Jtnncma  of  tiie  Nacional  Costeira,  It  is  also 
believed  that  the //ii/Zd  of  the  Frigorifica  Co.,  had 
likewise  been  captured. 

—The  minister  ol  loreign  affairs  has  revived  (he 
phrase  "Sarnie  e  Fiafemidodc''  for  closing  official 
commnnications  and  has  proliiliited  the  use  of 
titles  of  notnlily  among  the  employi^s  of  his  depart- 
ment. It  is  a  sign  that  he  is  still  young  and 
emotional,  and  an  entliusiastic  disciple  of  the 
Desmouhns  school  of  republicanism. 

— Not  conlent  with  arbitrarily  closing  nl!  tele- 
graphic communication  with  the  south,  tiie  govern- 
meiit  also  closed  the  port  last  week  lo  ilie  free 
movement  of  merchant  vessels,  all  departures  being 
prohibited  without  the  pass  from  the  captain  of  the 
port.  It  looks  as  though  the  government  had 
fears  about  some  of  the  vessels  in  iliis  port— and 
perhaps  some  which  can  hardiy  be  described  as 
merchantmen. 

—It  was  said  on  the  I2th  that  Waudeiikollv  bad 
moved  all  the  channel  buoys  at  the  Kio  Grande 
b.ar,  that  the  gunboats  had  gone  over  to  his  side, 
that  lie  had  taken  several  merchant  steamers  lound 
there  which  he  had  manned  and  armed,  and  ihal 
with  these  he  had  bombarded  the  fortifications  of 
Rio  Gtande.  As  llie  government  has  proliibitcd 
the  delivery  of  any  telegrams  from  the  soutii,  it 
was  impossible  lo  deleniime  hoiv  far  tliese  rumors 
were  true. 


— The  weak  point  in  Admiral  Wiuidenkolk'a 
aitnck  in  Rio  thande  waaliis  confulence  in  receivinji 
support  from  his  friends.  No  one  supports 
anything  in  Dinnil  until  its  success  is  certain,  and 
then  everybody  wants  the  ciedit  for  it, 

—The  Jii'nal  says  that  on  Friday  lelegrnins 
were  even  refused  for  I'eiropolis  "uy  superior 
ordeii."  These  o|)pressions  are  only  what  the 
Hin^ilmn  people  deserve,  for  in  the  long  run  a 
people  get  no  more  than  they  have  the  spirit  and 
intelligence  to  win, 

-The  President  has  apnoimed  Rear.,\dmirnl 
Inaqnim  Anlonio  Coidovil  Mauiiiy  as  chief  of  the 
I'lazilian  commissioii  at  the  Chicago  Exposition, 
The  recent  contra-dancc  in  tlie  commission  will 
enable  us  lo  send  more  friends  and  protegdj  over 
there,  nil  expenses  paid,  to  see  ihe  "  great  show," 
—  Inslcad  of  a  costly  reorganization  of  the  postal 
service,  would  it  not  be  well  to  adopt  a  few  inex- 
pensive measures  lor  better  serving  ihe  puldic  at 
the  posloftices  ?  If  the  employes  could  he  made  to 
wait  less  time  and  attend  more  carefully  lo  their 
duties,  there  would  certainly  bea  vast  improvement. 
—The  governor  of  .\mazonas  sends  from  Para 
a  telegiam  daled  Manios,  July  loili,  to  iheefTect: 
that  ihe  revenue  of  ih,ii  slate  for  the  half  year 
ending  June  3olli  amounted  to  4,403,500$,  and 
that  ibe  state  treasury  has  a  balance  on  hand  of 
4,000,000^,  He  snys  the  financial  condition  of 
.-imazonas  is  flinirisbiiiL;. 

— What  confidence  can  the  people  place  in  a 
government  which  su|ipiesses  all  tflegraphic  infor- 
mation, both  to  ))rivate  parlies  and  lo  the  jiress,  and 
iheii  sends  onl  telegrams  purporting  lo  explain  the 
situation?  Men  are  largely  fools,  of  course — Itut 
how  many  of  ihciii  will  accept  these  official  versions 
of  llie  news? 

—On  ihe  mil  the  liOily  ol  a  man  was  found 
in  ibe  bay  near  ihe  Caes  Pbaroux,  wdiich  was- 
afterwards  identified  ns  Robert  Grover,  mate  and 
acting  commander  of  ihe  Brilish  lii-n.  Diligence. 
A  suspicion  of  hnil  play  led  to  the  arrest  of  the 
laborers  on  hoard,  but  for  a  lime  all  efforts  to 
discover  (he  crime  were  in  vain.  On  ihe  I5tli, 
liowever,  one  of  these  men,  a  Sjianiard  named 
Ramon  Bardien,  confessed  that  Grover  had  been 
thrown  overboard  by  Julien  Garcia  and  himself, 
because  he  had  insulted  them.  Garcia  denies  the 
story,  liui  the  authorities  think  Ihe  two  men  will 
be  found  guilty  of  the  crime. 

— Among  the  arrivals  from  Europe  yesterday 
was  Dr,  j:^crieira  de  Araujo,  for  many  year's 
edilor-in-chief  of  the  Gazela  de  Noticius.  In  the 
days  of  the  monarchy  he  was  a  slaitnch  and 
eloquent  advocate  of  free  speech,  free  press  and 
popular  righls,  and  many  a  cabinet  has  felt  his 
learless  dennncialiou  of  its  arbitrary  purposes. 
He  has  now  been  absent  from  Brazil  two  years, 
and  is  therefore  well  outside  of  the  comulications 
which  beset  us.  What  Ids  course  is  to  be  for 
the  fulure'we  do  not  know,  but  we  trust  it  will 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  record  he  bos  already 
made.  ^ 

—  By  virtue  of  the  absence  of  Sr,  LadisKlo  Netto, 
the  staff  of  the  Museu  Nacional  has  been  enalded 
lo  e.xpedile  the  work  ol  arranging  Ihe  material  of 
tliat  institution  in  such  a  manner  as  to  permit  its 
opening  on  ihe  14th  insl.  As  our  readers  are 
aware  ilie  collections  were  some  lime  ago  removed 
from  ihe  old  building  facini;  the  Jardini  d'Acclam- 
a^ao  to  the  Boa  Visia  palace,  in  S,  Christovao, 
The  new  museum  promises  lo  he  a  great  improve- 
ment on  the  old  one,  providing  everything  can  he 
arrani-ed  liefore  Sr.  Ladislaii's  return.  There  is 
much  new  material  of  a  valualrle  character,  and  the 
building  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  old 
museum, 

—The  lecture  of  Bishop  John  P.  Newman  on 
the  13111,  at  ihe  Methodist  church,  was  one  of 
exceptional  interest  and  entertainment,  It  was  a 
vivicl  description  of  t!ie  great  valley  of  the  Euph- 
rates, the  ruined  cities  of  Babylon  and  Nineveh, 
the  results  of  arclieological  researcli  in  those  places, 
and  of  many  personal  incidents  connected  with  a 
thousand  miles'  ride  through  that  liisioiical  region. 
Bishop  .Wwman  is  considereil  to  be  one  ol  the 
most  fiuLslied  speakers  of  the  day,  and  it  is  lo  be 
regretted  thai  so  few  of  our  colony  improved  the 
opportunity  lo  hear  him.  Indiir.,-reiice  in  such 
mailer^  rctlects  but  liule  credit  upon  our  intelli- 
gence, and  when  only  80  people  are  found  in  a 
city  like  Rio  de  Janeiro  lo  li,ieii  to  such  a  lecinre 
we  must  conclude  that  its  indilTerence  is  simply 
monumental. 

—The  Paiz  of  Saturday  announced  Ihat  ilie 
President  and  minister  of  marine  bad  received  tele- 
grams  from  Rio  Grande  lo  the  effect  that  Admiral 
'andenkolk  had  raised  the  siege  of  that  city  and 
id  lied  in  llie  Jupiia;  leaving  forlv  odd  men 
■bind,  who  were  captured.  Tlie  telegrams  slate 
that  this  abandonment  of  the  attempt  lo  capture 
■.he  city  is  said  to  have  been  due  to  the  preparations 
or  resistance  made  by  tlie  gunboat  Canane'a,  which 
rtdth  some  armed  merchant  steamers  went  out  lo 
he  harra  to  meet  the  Jupiter.  Lacking  the  means 
of  resistance  the  y«;^;V(7-  went  to  sea.  It  is  also 
said  that  Ihe /iVyl/fWfrt  has  gone  in  pursuit,  with 
orders  to  sink  the  Jupi'dr  wherever  found.  In 
Ihe  meantime,  however,  the  telegraph  lines  are 
closed,  and  we  are  askerl  lo  believe  the  news  gra- 
ciously vonclisafed  to  ns  liy  a  dictatorial  government. 
-The  Pain  of  Satunlay,  which  plumes  itself 
on  being  the  organ  of  ihe  government,  says  that 
orders  have  been  seiii  to  detain  the  Ihaniis  and 
M(.->-c:irio  at  Montevideo  and  Buenos  .-Vires.  These 
learners  belong  10  the  Coinpanhia  Frigorifica, 
which  is  to  be  called  upon  m  explain  how  the 
y(c///^v  came  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  feder- 
alists. The  Piii:  is  also  good  enough  to  inform  US 
that  Gen.  Telles  has  arrived  at  Rio  Grande  with 
his  forces,  that  the  liipnblica  li.as  arrived  at  the  bar 
and  thence  went  south  in  pursuit  o!  Ihe  Jupiter, 
that  Ibe  government  has  ordered  the  fortification  of 
the  Rio  Grande  bar,  with  Krupp  guns,  and  that  the 
ironclad  Bahia  has  heen  ordered  to  Montevideo. 
On  Sunday,  however,  the  Paiz  mentions  other 
"government  telegrams"  which  place  \\\z  Repiiblica 
norili  o(  the  bar.  and  a  strange  steamer,  supposed 
to  iie  llie  7/////.7,  south  of  the  bar.  It  also  states 
that  two  steamers,  the  Itapnan  and  Rio  Grande, 
bad  entered  that  port.  The  Paiz  fads  to  tell  us, 
however,  why  the  government  continues  to  keep 
the  telegrapli  and  cable  lines  closed  to  the  public. 
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—The  fjoveninient  denies  IinvinR  olTtfved  llie 
coniiiiniicl  of  the  squjuh-oii,  lo  he  sent  souili,  tn 
various  iiftval  uiliceis,  who  dechneti  to  ncccpt. 

— Tlic  tribunal  Je  contas  htis  passed  the  accounts 
of  the  City  Iiiiiniivemenls  Cn.  for  tlie  Inst  hnif 
year  iimounling  tn  i,034434$50o. 

— Tliei-e  were  ^y^A/ denlhs  from  yellow  fever  in 
tills  ciiy  on  the  I3ih.

This 
rigid  embargo  has  exisled  since  the  91b  insl.,  lo 
the  great  inconvenience  and prejudiceof commerce. 
It  is  announced  this  morning  that  tlie  Aquidaban 
and  Tiradentes  are  to  be  sent  south,  but  no  one 
knows  why.  Affairs  in  Santa  Cathaiina  Iiave 
Ijecome  critical  and  no  telegrams  arc  allowed  to 
pass.  'I'elegrams  were  even  slopped  yesteiday  lo 
Petropolis  on  so  simple  a  mailer  as  ordering  fifty 
cheeses.  The  situation  is  not  only  critical,  but  is 
heconiing  inlolerable.
